Opens Box Containing 
Historic Papers on Church 


j In the study of Rev. Ray A. 
Eusden, minister of Eliot Church, 
Newton, at 2 o’clock on the after- 
noon of April 5, a box which pro- 
vided a direct link with the origin 
al church built 100 years ago, wa* 
opened by Charles 0. Billings, who 
in 1890 deposited the box with a 
Newton Bank. At that time Mr. 
Billings received instructions from 
his father, Charles E. Billings, 
that the box was not to be opened 
until 1945, when, wherever he 
might be, the younger Billings was 
to return to Newton and open the 
box. 

With the mahogany box was a 
letter of instructions to be opened 
at the same time. The box contain- 
ed the original lead box that was 
in the cornerstone of the first 
edifice built in 1845; copies of Wil- 
liam Jackson’s address to poster- 
ity, written in 1845 to be read in 
1945; a description of papers in 
the original box: the silver trowel 
with a gilt handle used by J. N. 
Bacon in laying the original 
cornerstone. 

A full report of the exercises, 
also of the services of dedication, 
financial exhibit of the Building 
committee, copies of the Newton 
Graphic, Newton Journal, Boston 
Journal and Congregationalism 
etc. We learn that Mr. C. E. Bill- 
ings was present at the services 
of the laying of the first corner 
atone in 1845, that William Jack- 
son placed his hand on him in re- 
ferring to posterity, and Mr. Bill- 
ings conceived the idea of making 
his ion the connecting link with 
those upon the stage of action on 
the one hundredth anniversary, by 
causing him to take from the box 
William Jackson’s original ad- 
dress, and depositing the same in 
the box now under the corner 
stone of the new' edifice. 

The box had this inscription: 

A.D. 1845 

Original Brx and copies of papers 
found under corner stone of church 
edifice burned January 16th, 1887. 

To be opened by Charles 0. 

Billings 

Present at the opening of the 
box with Dr. Eusden and Mr. Bill- 
ings were Frank A. Day, Jr., and 
Arthur H. Lord, co-chairmen of 
the committee arranging for the 
100th anniversary of the church 
which i« to be observed October 
14 to 21.

April and 
May, and join with the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion Administration in the 
United National Clothing Col- 
lection. Henry J. Kaiser has 
been appointed national chair- 
man of this collection. 

A Newton Committee to con- 
duct the United National Cloth- 
in Collection has been named 
in this City, and clothing will 
he received, beginning on April 
9th, at our fire stations, Schools 
and Churches. I respectfully 
call upon every responsible or- 
ganization and every citizen of 
this community to give the ut- 
most help in this urgent and 
humanitarian undertaking.

Reported Missing, 
Writes from German 
Prison Camp

Capt. Thomas N. Enegess of the 
Newton Fire Department and Mrs. 
Enegess have received a letter 
from their son. Pfc. Norman Leon- 
ard Enegess, 29, who had been re- 
ported as missing since December 
16. He is now a prisoner of war in 
Germany. 

The letter which was in his own 
handwriting dated February 24, 
read as follows: 

"This will let you know that 
all is well with your loving son 
and that his health, strength and 
morale aje still holding up,” he 
wrote. "God grant that you ore 
both in good health. I pray for 
that every day and for an early 
return home and an end to the 
war. Please give my love to all 
the family and all my friends and 
former assocates. How I miss 
you all. Amos and I are working 
in a paper mill now and probably 
won’t get to write as often as be- 
fore. Living conditions are better 
than in the prison camp. I surely 
will have a long story to tell when 
I get home. That’s all for now. 
dear folks. God bless you and 
watch over you till our reunion 
soon. As always, Len.” 

Pfc. Enegess, a graduate of the 
Newton High School, had been em- 
ployed in the office of a construc- 
tion company engaged in war con- 
tracts before he entered the Army 
a year ago. He went overseas last 
October and war reported as 
missing on December 16. Although 
the letter indicates that he had 
written before, no word had been 
received from him since he was 
reported as missing.

Lt.-Col. Dalton Dies 
On Way Home 

The War Department has an- 
nounced that Lt. Col. Edward F. 
Dalton of Janet Place. Newton, 
died last Friday, March 30, in the 
Mediterranean area while en- 
route home. 

Colonel Dalton, who has been 
a resident of Newton for many 
years leaves a widow Ann D. Dal- 
ton and a daughter Deborah Ann 
Dalton. 

Colonel Dalton was a veteran 
of World War I who enlisted in 
that war as a private and was 
mustered out as a Second Lieu- 
tenant. He was one of the origi- 
nal organizers of the American 
Legion in the t S.. being a dele- 
gate to the first convention at St. 
Louis. 

Prior to the first World War 
Col. Dalton was an outstanding 
athlete. He played baseball in the 
New England, the Southern and 
the National Leagues. 

After the war he was admitted 
to practice law at Boston, where 
he continued in practice until he 
accepted a commission in July 
1942. He ie-entered the Army 
as a Capt. in the Air Force and 
w s soon promoted to a Major. 
He was assigned to the School of 
Military Govt, at the Univ. of Va.. 
Charlotesville, Va. and upon com- 
pletion of his studies there went 
to England.

Bnshntll's Report 

Continuing last week’s resume of 
the recent report made by former 
Attorney General Robert T. Bush- 
nell, we come to an illuminating 
section entitled "Recommendations 
as to Amendments affecting crim- 
inal law administration.” There 
was a Special Crime Com- 
mission in 1933, which found that 
"the connection between the pro- 
fessional criminal and some poli’i- 
cal office holders constitutes a di- 
rect threat to the peace and se- 
curity of the people of the Com- 
monwealth. A serious aspect of 
this threat is the apparent con- 
tempt of the organized gangster 
for the agencies of law enforce- 
ment. This attitude of contempt 
•we feel is based not only upon the 
feeling justified in far too many 
instances by actual experiences 
that financial or political influence 
may be had for the protection of 
the illegal enterprise.” 

This warning was justified not 
many years later. Bushnell quotes 
excerpt* from the inaugural ad- 
dresses of Gov. Ely, Gov. Curley, 
Gov. Hurley and Gov. Saltanstall. 
All four express concern regard- 
ing the problem of proper law 
enforcement. In 1938 Gov. Hurlev 
stated that, “The recent preval- 
ance of crime is a challenge to our 
law enforcement agencies. This 
epidemic must not go unchecked. 
Apprehension of guilty persons 
must be swift, and commensurate 
penalties must be imposed." Then, 
in 1941, former Gov. Saltonstall 
announced, “I recommend the 
creation of a special commission 
to examine the existing criminal 
statutes in Massachusetts and to 
draft a penal code that is more 
consistent internally than is the 
body of existing statutes and may 
be more in harmony with modern 
conceptions of crime, punishment 
and correction.” 

Now, the meat of the situation 
is simply this, as Bushnell points 
out from time to time. The cry 
to pass more laws or to appoint an- 
other commission gets us nowhere. 
The trouble is likely to be in the 
personnel of the law enforcement 
agencies. Back of that, of course 
lies public opinion. Speaking per- 
sonally, I have long wondered just 
how we are going to stamp out 
gambling when so many thousands 
of people, high and low, insist on 
playing the number pool or betting 
on the ponies or the doggies. It is 
like trying to wipe out drinking 
by amending the constitution. It 
is utterly impossble to legislate 
morality or habits which are deep- 
lv-rooted in the other direction. 

The next part of the report 
deals with recommendations for 
the Courts, which I spoke of briefly 
last week. There are also recom- 
mendations for Juries. It is pro- 
posed to extend the terms of 
Grand Juries with the approval of 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Judicial Court. This, of course, 
would require amendatory legis- 
lation. Of special interest to the 
ladies is the following paragraph; 
— “I recommend that women he 
made eligible so far as statutory 
j provisions are concerned on the 
same basis as men and that the 
matter of exemption be left to the 
i discretion of the court. The court 
i now has power to excuse persons 
from jury service for whatever in- 
j dividual reasons each case pre- 
sents. Women are elig'ble for 
' jury service in an overwhelming 
• majority of states, including New 
York, California. Pennsylvania, 
i Maine and Rhode Island. In none 
of these has there been any serious 
i claim that the calibre of jury ser- 
I vice rendered bv the women is one 
I wh’t inferior to that of the men.” 

I There follows a series of recom- 
mendations regarding the criminal 
law, most of them very technical. 
On the police issue, however, wo 
j find this clear-cut statement; — 

| “Restrict the appointing power by 
i requirement that Police Commis- 
sioner for the City of Boston be 
i selected from a list of nominees 
! submitted bv a representative citi- 
zen’s group.” Again, “As to the 
rank and file of the departments — 
make Civil Service ratings and 
promotions something more than a 
gamble by reorganization of that 
important state activity.” 

Bushnell has definite ideas about 
the length of the term for a Dis- 
trict Attorney or for an Attorney 
General. He would limit the 
tenure of the former to a single 
term of six years, or to a maxi- 
mum of two terms totaling eight 
years. He has some sound argu- 
ments for this change. They will 
be discussed some other time. Re- 
garding bus own office, he recom- 
mends that, “No person shall be 
eligible for election to the office of 
Attorney General of the Common- 
wealth for more than two terms, 
: following which he shall be in- 
! eligible for election to any other 
; office. "As he views the situation,” 
; the office of Attorney General 
| should be recognized and treated 
‘ as a non-political office. The best 
j way to accomplish the desired re- 
, suit is to make it impossible to re 
gard it or treat it as political.” 

Well, all I have to sav anent that 
proposition is this; the only At- 
torney General who has ever risen 
to the Governship appears to be 
I one James Si.’livnn, who held 
Rushnell’s position from 1790- 
1807. Then, according to the 
Manual of the General Court, he 

served as Governor. P.W.C.

Army College 
Qualifying Test at 
Newton High School 

At 9:00 a.m. Thursday, April 
12, 1945, the examination for the 
Army Specialized Training Re- 
serve Program will be given at 
New'ton High School. 

Young men whose 17th birthday 
falls between October 1, 1914 and 
August 31, 1915 are eligible to 
take the test providing they meet 
the education and citizenship re- 
quirements given below. Those 
wishing to take the test should 
notify Mr. Green. 

An applicant must be 17 years 
old but not more than 17 years 9 
months on the last day of the 
month preceding that in which he 
is assigned to college. To be 
eligible for the Army College 
Qualifying Test on April 12, 1945, 
he must have been born after 
September 30 1927 and before 

September 1, 1928. 

At time of enlistment applicant 
must present a diploma or other 
written statement from high 
school authorities that he is a 
high school graduate or can grad- 
uate before the age of 17 years 9 
months, or a written statement 
from college authorities that he 
hus completed or can complete 
successfully one semester or quar- 
ter of college work before the age 
of 17 years 9 months. An appli- 
cant must be a citizen of the 
United States. An applicant must 
achieve a qualifying score on a 
test administered April 12, 1945. 
An applicant must present writ- 
ten consent from a parent or guar- 
dian approving his request for en- 
listment in ERC and for assign- 
ment to the ASTRP. An appli- 
cant must enlist in the ERC on or 
before June 20 for assignment lo 
the July term, on or before July 
20 for assignment to the August 
term, and on or before August 31 
for assignment to the September 
term. 

The Qualifying Test is designed 
to determine whether or not a 
candidate has the aptitude and 
knowledge required for success in 
the Army Specialized Training 
Reserve Program. This test wifi 
be administered at 9:00 a.m., 

Thursday, April 12, 1945. Candi- 
dates who do not take the test at 
the scheduled time will not have 
another opportunity until it is 
again administered on a national 
basis. Candidates will be notified 
by May 19, 1945, as to whether 
or not they have passed the test. 
The test scores, however, will not 
be released to the candidate or 
to the school authorities. Each 
candidate is required to bring two 
soft-lead pencils and an eraser 
with him when he reports to take 
the test. He will not be permitted 
to use a slide rule. 

The test takes two hours. A 
student who works steadily should 
be able to finish the test in this 
time. The test is divided into 
three sections: the first section 
tests knowledge of arithmetic, 
algebra, and geometry; the sec- 
ond section tests reading compre- 
hension; the third section tests 
level of vocabulary. A candidate’s 
score on the test is determined 
by the number of items which he 
answers correctly; no deduction is 
made for incorrect answers.

High School Canteen 
Attracts Hundreds 
At Opening

They did it. 

They’re proud of it — and all 
Newton is with them. 

That was the unanimous opin- 
ion of an over-capacity high school 
teen-age crowd, adult advisers and 
ifollowers, including Mayor Paul 
Goddard who squirmed into the 
rear of the Swcdenborgian Church 
on Highland avenue for the in- 
auguration and celebration of the 
Newton Kids newest prospect — 
their own High School Canteen 
which opened last Monday after- 
noon. 

Planned and operated by the 
students under the leadership of 
Dick Melick, President of the Hi- 
Y Club and prominent in Senior 
Class Activities; George Cahill, 
Nancy Davis, and Olga Wells; 
and backed by an adult committee 
headed by James R. Bryant, a 
member of the Boys Work Com- 
mittee of the Newton YMCA; the 
new School Canteen sets a prece- 
dent over her neighboring cities 
in being the first of such projects 
to be installed for the betterment, 
encouragement and improvement 
of youth activities. 

The Canteen — the ideal spot — 
where they like to go for after 
school relaxation, have sodas, 
dance to music from a juke box 
and be on their own, was found, 
renovated, painted, cleaned and 
equipped by the students them- 
selves. 

More than 500 students and 
adults packed the Canteen to hear 
the Mayor, Mr. Bryant and Clar- 
ence R. Mease, general secretary 
of the YMCA, congratulate the 
young folk of Newton for the 
work, time and well-put-in effort 
in establishing and making such a 
Canteen possible and successful. 

The project took form last fall 
when members of the Hi-Y and 
Tri-Hi, high school organizations 
of the YMCA took the initiative 
and suggested that a canteen be 
made available. Mr. Bryant and 
Dick Melick then took charge of 
“passing the good word on* and 
forming adult and student commit- 
tees. 

The Swedenborgan Church made 
available part of their property 
and that was the good sign to pro- 
ceed. Its representatives are ac- 
tive on the Adult Committee. 

Over 150 students joined in to 
scrub, sandpaper, wash, clean and 
paint the sizeable auditorium 
which was chosen for the spot. A 
new floor was put in and sur- 
faced for dancing. New and mod- 
ern lighting fixtures were install- 
ed and hot water blowers for heat. 
They bought booths, a juke box, 
soda fountain, automatic coke ma- 
chine, and a sandwich and candy 
bar. 

There’s a large stage which can 
be used for a lounging, reading 
and writing room and also for lec- 
tures. movies, and dramatic pro- 
ductions. The walls are decorated 
wth comic drawings, the setting is 
juvenile and teen-age. 

Mrs. Daniel J. Lavery of New- 
ton Highlands is supervisor dur- 
ing the afternoons and the stu- 
dent committee are host and host- 
esses. 

Until further arrangements^ the 
Canteen is open from 2:30-5:00 
p. m. every afternoon, but plans 
are being made to open Friday and 
Saturday nighty and to hold big 
affairs during the year. 

Interested citizens are assisting 
in making money available for the 
initial improvements. After that 
time the students hope to finance 
the project through membership 
dues and the sale of refreshments.

United National Clothing Collection 
Gets Under Way In Newton 

Schools. Churches and Fire Stations Are Collection Depots 


Henry J. Kaiser, west roast 
shipbuilder, who has accepted the 
presidency of the United Nations 
Clothing Collection at the request 
of President Roosevelt, declared in 
the opening statement announcing 
the national collection. "I have 
accepted because the need of child- 
ren. the aped, and the homeless 
is one which no human heart can 
deny.” 

The drive will be the only na- 
tion-wide clothing collection for 
overseas war relief in the spring 
of 1946. All war relief agencies 
are united for the effort along .vith 
the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration. The 
goal in the campaign is 150,000,- 
000 pounds of serviceable used 
clothing. 

President Roosevelt in his report 
on the United National Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration said. 
"As many war victims have died 
from exposure and lack of adequite 
clothing as have died from starva- 
tion.” 

Americans are asked to clean 
their closets, attics, and trunks 
where millions of pounds of serv- 
iceable used clothing, shoes and 
bedding are stored. These essen-" 
tials would rehabilitate many of 
the 125,000,000 war victims. An 
on-the-scene war correspondent 
writes, ‘‘The lot of the children 
in Holland, once the best cared for 
in Europe is appalling. Their lack 
of clothing is tragic and now, only 
the lucky ones possess the tradi- 
tional wooden shoes. The others 
during the winter bundled their 
feet in old rags or waste. In other 
war-ravaged nations, a majority 


are no better off as regards foot 
gear.” 

Outstanding Americans acquain- 
ted with conditions in the war 
zones have heartily endorsed the 
United National Clothing Collec- 
tion. Former Governor Herbert 
H. Lehman, who is now Director 
General of the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration said that, “The only cloth- 
ing resources now available are 
those in the homes of the unin- 
vnded lands.” 

President Eric Johnston of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce who toured the world last 
year telegraphed Henry J. Kaiser 
that he was deeply proud “to join 
such a cause.” Edward N. Scheu- 
berling. National Commander of 
the American Legion said, “No 
finer contribution to the cause of 
lasting peace can be made than 
to aid the rehabilitation of the 
war torn nations.” 

Mrs. K. Brittain Kennedy chair- 
man of the Newton Committe 0 
asserted, "No one can protest that 
clothing little children, the aged 
and the homeless in war do - 1 
vastated countries is any less im- 
perative than providing combat 
materials or planning for the econ- 
omic future.”

J. Frank Dunlcnvy, a Director 
of the Newton Liona Club, intro- 
duced hi* friend, Rep.

Raw- 
son spoke on Interesting Legisla- 
tion Pending and mentioned ns 
one of the mote important meas- 
ures the Rill to enlarge the Logan 
Airport in Eas* Roston so ns to 
make it one of the nation’s great- 
est. Plans call for three 7,000 
foot runways, otic 5,000 foot run- 
way and an Administration and 
Terminal Building. The estimated 
cost of these improvements, wh'ch 
would plnec Roston in the position 
of being the logieal Atlantic Air- 
port. would he $19,000,000. 

Another interesting bill is the 
so-called Port of Roston Bill which 
is aimed at budding the Port into 
one of eminence. A sum of $15,- 
000,000 will he needed in addition 
to the cooperation of the railroads, 
merchants and business men, Mr. 
Rawson staled. 

Other Bills which will bear 
watching is the one to Abolish the 
Apellate Tax Board, and the vari- 
ous bills seeking to remove the 
“Support of Parents Clause” from 
the Old Age Assistance Act. 
Speaking of these latter bills, Rep. 
Rawson, stated that he had been 
informed that if the “Support 
Clause” was repealed the cost to 
the Commonwealth would be about 
$15,000,000 a year, or enough to 
cover the cost of the development 
of the Port of Boston.

lightful. 

Rudy confides many of his trade 
secrets to us — how he perfumed 
nn outdoor performance of Balal- 
aika by deckling the edges of pro- 
grams with powerful essence of 
Balalaika and the whole audience 
smelled the opera as well as hear- 
ing it. 

And he nlso confided the very 
unglamourous way they perfumed 
nn opern house on the opening 
night of its opera season. Vast 
lmth towels were impregnated v ith 
the essence, Opening Night, and 
then industriously waved in the 
openings of the ventilating sys- 
tem. We ought to ask Rudy for 
suggestions for wafting the frag- 
rance of baked beans or hot fresh- 
baked yeast bread out through a 
microphone to be picked up by 
rndio receivers. 

We ask our friends continuous- 
ly to save waste paper and re- 
mind them every day that it isn’t 
waste paper unless we waste it.

However, if 
you must, wait until the flowers 
fade, and then cut about one-third 
of the oldest stems, AS CLOSE TO 
THE GROUND AS POSSIBLE. If 
I necessary, repeat this the next 
' year and the year after. But 
never do more than one-thirj of 
the oldest stems in any one sea- 
son. 

Following this procedure, George 
assures us, does not deprive the 
forsythia of its full flowering and 
will make the plant, “full in habit, 
graceful in appearance, and not 
too tall.” 

Our mail is full of despair about 
the sugar tightening. Most of our 
listeners have learned to substi- 
tute syrups in much of their cook- 
ing, but have not the trick of frost- 
ing a cake without sugar. So 
we oblige with a seven minute 
boiled frosting made with syrup. 

Combine one egg white with four 
tablespoons of light corn syrup in 
the top of a double boiler. Cook 
over rapidly boiling water for sev- 
en minutes, henting contim lly 
with a rotary heater. Remove from 
heat, add one teaspoon of canilla, 
and continue heating until the 
frosting stands in peaks. 

For chocolate frosting, add one 
square of melted chocolate after 
mixture had been removed from 
the heat. 

For lemon frosting, substitute 
the juice of me lemon for the van- 
illa and add grated rind of the 
lemon. 

This frosting may be tinted. 

And so let’s have a frosted cake 
for the week-end and, so long, 
everybody!

The clothing is then either pack- 
ed in cartons, wrapped or baled 
and trucked to the freight yards 
to be loaded on to cars. The sort- 
ing. packing and shipping is under 
the direction of Mr. O. O. Clapper 
who is assisted by an army of vol- 
! unteers. ‘‘We can use all the work- 
ers we can get to help us i* this 
gigantic task of filling 22 freight 
cars,” Mr. Clapper stated. “We 
also urgently need empty cartons, 
heavy wrapping paper and the loan 
of halers such as are ordinarily 
^ used for baling paper.”

James F. Byrnes, Director of 
War Mobilization, has recently 
stepped down front his vitally im- 
portant post as "Assistant Presi- 
dent". It is to be regretted that 
one prominent Boston paper has 
seen fit to write a caustic editorial 
about this gentleman. It was en- 
titled "Ship-Scrapper Byrnes’. 
What I wish to call attention to 
today is the generally-admitted 
fact that the former U. S. Senator 
and Supreme Court Justice from 
South Carolina has been one of 
the most universally trusted and 
respected officials of the entire 
administration.

Well, 
it would he extremely interest- 
ing to ggt the low-down on the 
various conversations between 
these two gentlemen prior to 
the Chicago convention, lhat, 
you may recall, was when Mr. 
Byrnes was hoping to receive 
the Democratic nomination for 
Vice-President. Sidney Hillman 
was the man who ruined Byrnes’ 
chances on that occasion.

Hospital Aid Association met on 
Tuesday morning at 10:30 in the 
lounge of the nurses* home of the 
hospital. Mrs. Theron B. Walker, 
president, presided, calling for the 
regular monthly reports from com- 
mittee chairmen. She presented 
the gue-t-; of the association, Mrs. 
Sana Weiss, president of the 
Friends of the Peter Bent Brigh- 
am Hospital, and Mrs. Stanley 
Hobbs, chairman of the volunteer 
service department of Newton 
Hospital, who was the speaker of 
the morning. 

During the business meeting the 
association voted to buy a paget 
dermatone skin grafting appara- 
tus for the hospital, a portable 
humidifier for Porter Dennison, 
the childrens* ward, and scales for 
the obstetrical department; ami to 
re-upholster the furniture of the 
doctor’s room. It was voted also 
to continue the $375 fellowship for 
graduate study awarded each year 
to one of the nurses at commence- 
ment. Mrs. Walker read the re- 
port from Miss McVicker, principal 
of the school of nursing, on the 
value these scholarships have been 
to the recipients. It was most in- 
teresting in that it told to what 
use the scholarships had been put 
hy the past six nurses receiving 
them. 

In her report of the Benefit 
Shop, of which she is manager, 
Mrs. Francis H. Williams a-ked 
for old steel buttons, fancy but- 
tons, old ear-rings, new books, old 
or new ornaments, cups and sauc- 
ers. and aprons or volunteers to 
make aprons from material on 
hand. She asked for clothes for 
the shop but summer clothes only, 
as members will bp giving all of 
their woolens and warmer things 
for the national clothing drive. 
Uustomers often bring their chil- 
dren with them when they visit the 
Benefit shop and the gift of toys 
to use in entertaining the.-e young- 
sters would he appreciated. The 
shop has recently *«*nt three dozen 
pocket hook editions to men in 
the service.

Revised Schedule 
Of Construction 
Charges Filed 

* Good news tor rural families, 

I both farm and non-farm, who do 
not have telephone service, is con- 
tained in the announcement of the 
New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company that it has filed 
with the Massachusetts Public 
Service Commission a revised 
schedule of construction charges 
under which the Company will 
build without cost a half mile of 
line along the public highways 
for each rural applicant for serv- 
ice. In the past, the limit has 
been a quarter mile. Actual con- 
struction in most cases, of course, 
will have tn wait until after the 
war when materials — now being 
manufactured almost exclusively 
for the armed services — agnin be- 
come available. 

Charges for construction beyond 
one-half m'le have in the past been 
lowered as the result of economics 
being effected h the use of long- 
span construction and other new- 
type deevlopments in the use of 
buried wire may be anticipated. 

The Company estimates that it 
will increase its investment in 
rural lines and equipment, as soon 
as war cond't.ons allow, more 
than three million dollars to pro- 
vide service for an additional 

25.000 rurul families. Even un- 
der war conditions, the number of 

I rural-line telephones in tin 1 Com- 
pany's t erritoi y has increased by 
nearly 16,000 -nice 1940, and many 
mure rural customers have been 
provided with individual and 
party-line telephone service. 

Over a long period of years the 
Company has maintained a record 
of reducing the costs of rural ser- 
vice and of bringing its advantages 
tn more ami more families. The 
program which was interrupted by 
the war hail gone a long wav in 
this direction, and it will he re- 
mimed as soon as war conditions 
permit* . , u » *mm»m

Kiwanis Club Hears 
Dr. Wilson F. Dodd 

Dr. Wilson F. Dodd, of the Near 
East Foundation nnd member of 
the Louisville, Kentucky, Kiwanis 
Club, told of his experiences car- 
ing for 30,000 refugees in Cario, 
Egypt, at the Newton Kiwanis 
Club’s Wednesday meeting at t ho 
Y.M.C.A. He spoke under the 
auspices of the National War 
Fund to which Newton people con- 
tribute through the annual appeal 
of the Newton Community Chest 
and the Greater Boston United 
War Fund. 

Born in Turkey, Dr. Dodd was 
educated in the United States, aft- 
er which he again returned to Tur- 
key. In 1944 he arrived in Cario, 
Egypt, establishing the refugee

camp that was eventually to shel- 
ter 30,000 men, women and chil- 
dren. 

Ill and undernourished, the maj- 
ority were in need of medical care, 
according to Dr. Dodd and the 
first big job was the establishment 
of hospitals. With no nurses avail- 
able, caring for the ailing thous- 
ands was difficult, until an Ameri- 
can nurse appeared on the scene. 
She trained 175 girl refugees in 
the art of caring for the sick and 
that was a great help, he added. 

The 30,000 refugees, he contin- 
ued. were all inoculated for typhus, 
typhoid fever and smallpox. At 
one time an epidemic of measles 
broke out among the children, but 
with the aid of sulfa drugs, only 22 
were lost out of 3,000 cases. 

Clothing, Dr. Dodd, concluded, 
is badly needed over there now as 
are shoes. 

Nelson Ross, publicity director 
of the Massachusetts War Fund, 
Roy Edwards and Phil Ahlin at- 
tended as guests of Kiwanis.

Writes About 
Capture by Germans 

The following letter has been 
received by Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
Sohaski of 615 Grove street, New- 
ton Lower Falls, from their son, 
Pfc. Peter Sohaski, 24. n member 
of an engineer battalion on the 
Western Front, who was captured 
by the Nazis with nine other sol- 
diers during the German break- 
through at Belgium nnd was res- 
cued the following day by Ameri- 
can forces: 

"We were told during the Ger- 
man breakthrough to hold a cer- 
tain town, which we held for 
three days. When we finally moved 
out the road was cut off and we 
were completely surrounded. We 
fought in the road for an hour or 
so and then we saw we couldn’t 
mnke it so we took off into the 
woods to try . and sneak back to 
our lines. We walked practically 
day nnd night for four days when 
finally they caught up with us 
(ten of us) and took us prisoners. 
We were prisoners of the Germnns 
for exactly 23 hours and then I 
got a Christmas present I’ll never 
forget, and that was being relieved 
from the Germans and back in 
American hands. 

"When they first captured us 
they gave us a can of our C-ra- 
tions and some of our own cig- 
arettes but after that they didn’t 
give us anything because they 
didn’t have anything themselves. 

"From there I went to the hos- 
pital because my feet were sore 
at the time from being wet and 
walking so much but they’re O. K. 
now. 

“It was quite an experience and 
one I’ll never forget and never 
want to go through again. I’m 
lucky I’m writing this letter from 
Belgium instead of Berlin. I guess 
the good Lord really watched over 
me and brought me back safely.” 

Pfc. Sohaski has three broth- 
ers, in the service — T4 Joseph, 
Cpl. Stanley, serving overseas, nnd 
Sgt. Alex, stationed at Fort Wil- 
liams, Portland, Me. 

West Newton Soldier 
Decorated in Italy 

WITH THE °FIFTH ARMY. 
ITALY — Corporal Leroy Mack of 
West Newton, recently was 
awarded the Bronze Star for 
heroic achievement in action on the 
Fifth Army front in northern 
Italy. 

Mack was a member of a field 
artillery unit of the 92nd "Buffalo” 
Infantry Division. He was a for- 
ward observer attached to a rifle 
company which had become pinned 
down by hostile machinegim fire. 

With another soldier, Mack 
volunteered to reconnoiter for an 
observation post from which coun- 
ter artillery fire could be directed. 
This mission was being success- 
fully completed when he was se- 
verely wounded by a mortar shell. 

Mack, who hss now been evacu- 
ated to the United States, is the 
son of Mrs. Josephine Mack, 179

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MAYOR URGES CITIZENS 
AID CLOTHING DRIVE 

Mayor Paul M. Goddard has ap- 
pealed to Newton citizens to sup- 
port the United National Clothing 
Collection which started in the 
city on April 9. 

Mrs. F. Britain Kennedy, chair- 
man for Newton, outlined the cam- 
paign as follows: 

"One hundred and twenty-five 
million persons in the liberated 
countries of Europe are in des- 
perate need of clothing, shoes, and 
bedding. 

"The National Clothing Collec- 
tion is a united effort on the part 
of UNRRA (United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration) and various voluntary 
war relief agencies of the United 
States. The purpose of the col- 
lection is to secure the maximum 
quantity of good used clothing for 
free distribution to needy and des- 
titute men, women, and children 
in war devastated countries. 

"Residents of Newton have been 
asked to deliver to fire stations, 
schools, churches, and possibly 
other centers their donations to 
the collection. School children 
have been asked to bring in to 
the schodls from their families and 
neighbors all donations that they 
can carry. Clothing will be sort- 
ed, packed, and marked by a large 
group of volunteer citizens and 
shipped to embarkation points.’’

The action of the 
hoard, however, is not conclusive 
as such licenses are issued by the 
State Department of Public Works.

ALDERMEN PLAN 
MOSQUITO CONTROL 

The city of Newton, having re- 
ceived complaints year after year 
about mosquito nuisances in vari- 
ous parts of the city, is going to 
do something about it this year. 
At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen, Mayor Paul M. God- 
dard recommended the appropria- 
tion of $6,000 for mosquito con- 
trol. 

The project, sponsored by the 
Health Department, will be car- 
ried out by the Street Department 
and the methods employed wiU in- 


clude the draining of swampy 

areas and the use of crude oil to 
eliminate mosquito breeding 
places. 

Dr. Ernest M. Morris, director of 
public health of Newton said that 
many other communities of Great- 
er Boston are planning similar 
projects this year. Dr. Morris 
said an attempt will also be made 
to educate the public to stamp out 
mosquito breeding places on pri- 
vate property. 

The city of Newton is particu- 
larly hard hit by the mosquito 
menace because several miles of 
the Charles River wind through 
the city and the swampy banks of 
the river in many places are in- 
fested with mosquitoes every sum- 
mer. >

SURVEY SHOWS W AGE 
DECLINE IN FACTORIES 

The average weekly earnings of 
workers employed in 17 manufac- 
turing plants in Newton dropped 
1.8 per cent last month, according 
to the latest reports of the Depart- 
ment of Labor and Industries. The 
number of wage earners employed 
increased 1 per cent, but the total 
wages paid dropped .8 per cent. 

The 17 plants reported that the 
number of wage earners was 6,148, 
the totul weekly pay roll was 
$190,888, and the average weekly 
earnings were $37.07. 

Employment and earnings in 
manufacturing establis hments 
in the state as a whole decreased 
last month.

For the past few years the 
streets of Nonantum have had an 
increasingly small number of 
youths visible. In addition a large 
number of the younger married 
men who resided there have gone 
into the armed services; fathers 
of five and six children. And 
some of these have paid the su- 
preme sacrifice. 

From the Parish of Our Lady 
1172 have been inducted, a large 
percentage of these were from 
Nonantum. From the French 
parish of Ste. Jean Evangeliste in 
Nonantum 140 have gone, from 
the North Congregational Church, 
33. and from little Congregation 
Agutas Achim, 6. 

Many of the Nonantum young 
men who have been in the armed 
services are of Italian parentage, 
and some of them had the enjoy- 
able experience of having had op- 
portunities to visit relatives in 
Italy while serving with the 
forces which have been waging 
the long campaign in that coun- 
try against the Germans. One 
such is 1st. Sergeant Gerard 
(Jerry) Leone of 29 Bridge street, 
now home on a furlough. He made 
several visits to his aunts who re- 
side in the little town of San 
Dontato val di Comino, which lies 
a few miles north of the war ruin- 
ed ancient abbey of Monte Cns- 
sino. Jerry, who has been in the 
Army 4 years, has proved his 
worth and is a top sergeant in the 
289th. Q. M. Battalion of the 5th 
Army. 

Another Nonantumite recently 
home on a furlough is little Joe 
Murphy of 26 Dalby street. Joe’, 
who rudiates good fellowship and 
comedy, is the life of any party 
and a great morale upbuilder. He 
is a wjzard at figures and quick- 
ly reached the rank of Staff Ser- 
geant. He expected to go overseas 
long ago, but they value his serv- 
ices so highly at Newport News 
that they have kept him there. 

"War is Hell,” as Sherman 
said, it brings many evils, but it 
also brings a resurgence of reli- 
gion to many. Newton is no ex- 
ception in this respect. Numerous 
persons of all religious faiths 
have shown this by increased par- 
ticipation in church services since 
the war began. 

Of special interest in Newton 
religious activities at present are 
— the observance of the 100th an- 
niversary of Eliot Congregational 
Church at Newton, where Rev. 
Rnv Eusden has ministered suc- 
cessfully for more than 20 years. 
At Auburndale work on the new 
Church of the Messiah is steadily 
progressing under the militant 
leadership of Rev, Richard Mc- 
Clintock. This man. as virile a 
soldier of Christ as he wus an 
athlete at Dartmouth, not only as- 
sumed this heavy task, but also 
the duties of chaplain of the New- 
ton Fire Department, and a mem- 
ber of the Newton Recreation 
Commission. 

Members of Our Lady’s Pnrish 
ure to guther at Hotel Continental 


on Wednesday night, April 18, to 
manifest their esteem for Rev. 
Russell Haley who for 20 years 
was a zealous curate and assis- 
tant pastor at Newton. He was re- 
cently transferred to St. James 
Parish at Salem. Father Haley is 
one of the writingest friends of 
the fellows in the armed services. 

And on Monday night, April 
16, members of the Nonantum 
Italian colony will assemble in 
Columbus Hall to show their af- 
fection for Rev. James Fahey, for 
13 years lllustro Padre for the 
people of that race. Working 
under poor health, he made hun- 
dreds of Nanantum Italians regu- 
lar attendants at Our Lady's 
Church. He was also recently 
transferred to Salem as pastor of 
St. Mary’s Italian Church in that 
city. He has the good fortune to 
be near his associate of many 
years, Father Haley; and both 
are only a few miles from Rev.

donations will help immeasurably 
in relieving the tension for the 
men on the long ocean voyages 
when the tanker is out supplying 
fuel for the more glamorous ele- 
ments of the Navy’s might.

tves. On hand to represent YOG

ion, the most popular gift of all 
was the Irish setter pup, con- 
tributed by sophomore Bill Busch* 
en. The sailors started thinking 
of an appropriate name for the 
affectionate little tan colored dog. 
Chief Mose commented that the 
pup would need a little life jneket. 
AH agreed that he would get the 
best of care and would soon be_conie 
used to his new floating home.

Denmark's Health 
Status Threatened 

— o — 

Allied bombing of Germany, re- 
sulting in German refugees pour- 
ing into Denmark without previ- 
ous inspection or control, has men- 
aced ordinarily healthy Denmark 
with diseases that threaten to reach 
epidemic form, according to in- 
formation received today by the 
Newton Community Chest. 

The statement was based upon a 
report received through American 
Denmark Relief whose work is 
financed by the National War 
Fund through contributions to the 
Greater Boston United War Fund 
and the Newton Community Chest. 

Meningit's, scarlet fever and 
diphtheria arc prevalent almost to 
the stage of epidemics, said the 
report, and infantile paralysis is 
present in hundreds of cases, while 
tuberculosis, which was less in 
Denmark than in any other coun- 
try except New Zealand, is on the 
rise. 

Childrens’ diseases have also be- 
come frequent, the report con- 
tinued, and epidemic jaundice is 
6 or 7 times more frequent than 
under normal conditions. Thous- 
ands of refugees from Germany 
are pouring into South Jutland, 
and other thousands of women and 
children have arrived in North 
Sjaelland, while still others for 
whom there is no room in South 
Jutland are being sent north. 
Thousands of women, children and 
old people are billeted in schools. 

To udd to the epidemic danger, 
the report stated, thousands of 
wounded German soldiers have 
been evacuated into Denmark, 
many of them shipped without 
having first been operated upon, 
some dying en route, and schools 
and public buildings have been re- 
quisitioned to accommodate them.

Y» get many questions frn our 
Kitchen and this one is an old 
one. Does the Secred Cod which 
hangs in majesty in the Stale 
House really uink? He is carved 
of wood, but rumor says he winks 
a merry eyt at staring visitors 
and industrious statesmen. 

Perhaps he « inks because he 
knows that he "as one of the 
greatest sources of the wealth of 
the_ Commonwealth. Codfish and 
rum built many mighty Puritan 
fortunes and many colonists «ere 
induced to sail to this wild new 
land because of the great wealth 
of its fishing. The cod fisheries 
were so great and so lucrative 
that the adventurous stayed even 
though thei were dampened in 
their spirits by the Indian's un- 
quenchable enthusiam for scalp- 
ing. 

In 1784. Massachusetts decided 
to honor the codfish and’ his wooll- 
en portrait was carved and printed 
and hung in the fine new State 
House. Mr. Bullfinch built to house 
it and the lawmakers. 

In Massachusetts, the codfish is 
worthy of our finest culinary ef- 
forts and we applaud Imogene 
Walcott’s recipe.

One of the most universal sym- 
bols of hospitality and neighhor- 
liness is a cup of tea. Origin- 
ally Chinese, tea has spread all 
over the world and is one of the 
most loved of all beverages. Oddly 
enough, few of us know very much 
about the tea we drink and so here, 
briefly, are the answers to the most 
common questions we get. 

\N hen the leaves are picked, 
they are crushed to bring out the 
juice. If no fermentation is al- 
lowed, the result is green tea. If 
fermentation is allowed to start, 
I but the process is interrupted, we 
get oolong. When fermentation 
I is complete, the result is black tea 
> and 85 percent of the tea drunk 
i America is black. 

In each variety of tea, the 
' leaves are finally oven-heated or 
fired into the tightly curled leaves 
we are familiar with. And now 
comes the question of Orange 
Pekoe tea. What is it? 

| Fiist, it is properly pronounced 
as if it were pecko, not peeko as 
most of us say. And it refers to 
the size of the leaf and that is its 
entire mystery. It is the tea that 
comes from the tiny tip of the 
branch, a silvery little leaf and 
tlie Chinese word for this silver 
tip is pekoe. The East Indians 
discovered that the leaves turned 
orange-brown when fired, so the 
name orange pekoe was developed. 

The subject of tea naturally 
brings up other plants and George 
Graves, our Thursday guest and 
i editor of Horticulture Magazine, 
j informs us that azaleas are really 
a variety of rhododendron and 
j goes into some of the botanical 
reasons for this statement. We 
know little of botany but we have 
always felt that there must he 
some relationship between these 
two beautiful plants because they 
each have the same kind of un- 
earthly and fragile blossoms. 

But it is our own discovery, out 
of Webster, that rhubarb is a tall, 
coarse herb with large leaves and 
succulent petioles. That ma( be 
'ery true hut we prefer to consider 
rhubarb as Pie Plant and a nat- 
ural and rosy part of springtime. 
W • like our rhubarb anywhere 
hut prefer it in a pie, and mixed 
with strawberries, w consider it 
food for the angels. We regret 
iliut rhubarb always brings up a 
word of winning. The leuves of 
the plant contain oxalic acid ami 
muni ue\er lie eaten — us if auy- 
bod> wanted to! But it is import 
uni to realize tliut while the stalks 
are delicious, the leaves are pois- 


crushcs our pride, for we sang the 
praises of paper hag cookery a 
long time ago— that succulent 
method of baking invented by 
Nicholas Soyer. 

Nicholas Soyer was the inventive 
•giHtulson of Alexis Soyer who was 
perhaps the most enterprising man 
who ever worked to feed an army. 
His exploits rend like the story 
of the lives of a dozen men. He 
invented a famous sauce, wrote 
best-selling cookbooks, was chef 
at the Reform Club in London, 
and in time of necessity, offered his 
services to his government and 
worked miracles. 

Alexis Soyer fed the Irish, dur- 
ing the great famine. And hc^ 
changed army cooking for all time 
bv insisting that the cooks be 
trained, that they be allowed to 
use salt and pepper and that they 
wash dishes between cooking dif- 
ferent things in those dishes. He 
ended the day when tea was made 
a soup pot after the soup had 
been emptied. 

And Alexis Soyer invented the 
army stove that consumes so lit- 
tle fuel and that is still used to 
this day. practically unchanged, 
from what it was when he invent- 
ed it in the days of the Crimean 
War. 

Which seems to prove that if 
you invent well, and make a thing 
as nearly perfect as you can, that 
you have made something that 
•vill endure. 

So long, everybody!

Tons of Clothing and Bedding Still Needed 


The United National clothing 
collection in Newton has now 
reached such proportions that a 
large army of volunteers are re- 
quired to work day and night, 
sorting, packing and shipping the 
clothing collected from fire sta- 
tions, postoffices, churches and 
schools. By the end of the week 
It is expected that at least two 
carloads will be ready for ship- 
ment. Mrs. Kennedy, chairman of 
the Newton Committee, has ex- 
pressed appreciation for the as- 
sistance, donations of packing ma- 
terials, etc., given hy the following 
Newton firms and organizations: 

The Newton Trust Co.. Ruane, 
Boston Knitting Mills, G. & S. 
Paper Co., Newton Supply Co., 
Moore & Moore, Inc., Harney 
Hardware Co., N. E. Toro Co., 
Chandler Hardware Co., Newton 
Fire Dept,., Sea Scouts, Boy Scouts, 
Garden City Print, C. F. Eddy 
Coal Co. 

Nearly 100,000 items have been 
collected, and Newton’s quota of 
170 tons would make about one 
million items of shoes, clothing, 
bedding, etc., still needed. 

It is urged that those who can, 
will volunteer their services, in 
assisting in the preparation of 
this huge quantity of clothing for 
shipment.

In war torn lands hunger is now 
feared less than lack of clothing. 
Death and disease from exposure 
now surpass the toll of starvation, 
it was revealed recently by Her- 
bert H. Lehman, Director General 
of the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration, in 


a White House meeting of civic, 
religious, and business leaders. 

‘‘We have had cnscs in some of 
these countries,” said Mr. Lehman, 
‘‘where, in spite of starvation, their 
cables indicated that they wanted 
priorities given to clothing rather 
than to food. That is how bad 
the situaiton is.” 

With large textile shortages for 
non-military materials in the Unit- 
ed States, England and Canada, 
Mr. Lehman said that the only 
way to fill even a fraction of the 
need oversens is to ask civilians 
here to contribute usable used 
clothing to the April drive of the 
United National Clothing Collec- 
tion. 

Mr. Lehman described a recent 
trip to France where he saw 
camps for Yugoslavs, Poles, Rus- 
sians, Belgians, Dutch, and other 
nationalities. “I can assure you,” 
he said, “that most of the people 
I saw there were in rags. There 
was nothing else that they could 
get.” 

“I could multiply these instances 
many fold, but I don’t think that 
is necessary,” added Mr. Lehman 
He gave assurance thnt the United 
National Clothing Collection would 
save many lives, and that no work 
is greater than that of supplying 
serviceable used clothing to desti- 
tute people overseas. 

Newton residents are asked to 
search their attics and closets and 
take any wearable item of clothing 
or bedding that can be spared, to 
the nearest fire station, postoffice, 
school or church. Newton’s quota 
of 170 tons, averages five pounds 
from every person. ‘‘What can you 
spare that they can wear?”

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PRESIDENT TRUMAN 

In his first formal words to CongrPfs, and to the country, 
on Monday, President Truman allayed the fears of many that 
there had been thrust into the Presidency a man who did not 
measure up to the exacting responsibilities of the office in this 
critical time. For his words, but even more, the manner in 
which they were uttered, indicated that here is a man of strength 
and will and realism. 

He left no shadow of doubt that his aim. like that of his 
predecessor, is unconditional surrender as far as the war is con- 
cerned. As for the peace to come, we "must work and if neces- 
sary fight” for peace. But realist that he is. he recognizes that 
the task of international organization for a lasting peace will 
be “complicated and difficult.” and he adds the fundamental 
truth that “without such machinery the entire world will have 
to remain an armed camp." 

The minute it became known that Truman was to step up 
into the Presidency, it was reiterated again and again that the 
esteem in which he is held by his former Congressional col- 
leagues presages a new era of cooperation between the White 
House and the legislative branch of the government. Such co- 
operation is essential if recalcitrant Congressmen are not to 
rob legislation for international accord of its sap and vigor. 
Indeed, he reminded the Congress that only with its help could 
he, as Chief Executive, hope to complete the great tasks which 
lie ahead. 

Deeds must give reality and substance to words, but in his 
first formal message to the country President Truman inspired 
us with the confidence that he will be, as he himself expressed 
the desire to be, “a good and faithful servant. ’’ 


WHERE IS THE BLACK MARKET? 

The “black market" is not a back room or shop in a dark 
alley, where in dark of night meat is sold without red points. 
And “black marketers" aren’t shifty-eyed outlaws. It is more 
subtle than that — for the “black market" which threatens today 
to break down our rationing system and our fight to keep prices 
and distribution fair is the corner market that sells meat for 
a few cents above the ceiling price. The black marketer is 
the housewife who buys meat without enough red points to meet 
the full ration price, or the meatman who sell? her the meat 
without accepting any red points. 

The “black markets" are flourishing today, in the open, 
because a few market men. wholesalers and retailers, won't play 
the rules of the game, and some housewives are willing to go 
along with them. And it can happen in your neighborhood. 

In this area, we might as well face the fact that there is 
going to be less meat in May than in April, with no relief prom- 
ised until autumn. There will be more poultry and fish. OPA 
promises, but no beef or pork. And this has a sobering effect 
on the average consumer who used some 170 pounds of meat 
in a prewar year — who got 115 pounds in the year ending April, 
1944, and who is getting less this April. 

He finds it hard to accept the fact that New England, being 
farthest away from the meat supply source of the middle west, 
has always brought in about 85 per cent of its meat, and that 
now there is less meat in mid-western packers’ warehouses to 
ship to us. Before the war. New England was a secondary 
market, and about 20 packers sent us their surplus meat. Now 
they have no surplus. OPA s answer to this is to increase the 
number of Federal inspected slaughter houses in New England, 
to produce more meat that can be used within these six states. 

OPA also plans to employ more investigators and attorneys, 
and to prosecute vigorously all those who violate rationing rules 
in the coming months. 

On April 23, the Congressional House Food Investigating 
Committee, under Chairman Anderson, comes to Boston with 
its 44-man group to look into the black market channels here. 
Rumors have said that 80 per cent of our meat today is black 
market meat, but that is strongly denied by OPA officials, who 
check tokens, check the retailers, wholesalers, restaurants, hotels; 
check the poundage of meat coming into this area, and the red 
points submitted. But civilians will watch this committee with 
a keen eye.

Franklin Delano Roosevelt 

A truly great man has laid down hi? heavy burden and gone 
to a well-earned rest. This is not the time to attempt any ap- 
praisal of our late President’s accomplishments. Neither i? it 
the time for a single false note to be sounded. It was unfortunate 
that a leading newspaper stated in its editorial tlmt “Few Am- 
erican President? have been hated more bitterly." That may, 
possibly, be fairly close to the truth. However, in this critical 
period in our history it is more fitting to close ranks and march 
forward toward the goal the United Nations have been struggling 
to reach for so many bitter years of struggle, suffering and priva- 
tion. History will duly appraise and record the ultimate record 
of this phenomenal man, acclaimed by all men. friend and foe 
alike, as a man of outstanding ability, rare vision, the gift of 
leadership and almost superhuman courage. 

Never in fifty years has this writer experienced the sensations 
flowing fron^ the tragic news of Franklin Roosevelt's sudden 
death. All commercial programs, without exception, were can- 
celled by radio stations. There was nothing but news, music, 
tributes from prominent people everywhere, in this country and 
abroad. Even the Pope was awakened from his slumber and 
promptly issuAri a stirring statement. The great, the near-great 
and just plain American citizens who had come to love their in- 
spired war time leader, all joined in the most solemn and impres- 
sive tribute ever known to an American of this day and age. 
Perhaps one of the most significant reactions was that of a hard- 
boiled sergeant in the army overseas. This soldier dashed back 
to his company headquarters and asked to be sent immediately 
on the most dangerous mission available. He had voted for his 
Coramander-in-Chief on four consecutive occasions, he felt that 
Mr. Roosevelt had laid down his life for his country and he in- 
stinctively wanted to make the biggest personal contribution pos- 
sible. As one commentator phrased it, — “God help the Japs 
when our soldiers meet them in battle from now on." That, in- 
cidentally, takes care of one important aspect of the current sit- 
uation, namely, what happens to the war from this point on. I 
think that we may safely count on the fierce prosecution of the 
war on both major fronts. Would that our President might have 
lived to see his most cherished dream come true — the end of the 
war ami the successful establishment of a world-security organi- 
zation for the prevention of futjure wars. 

May the chronic skeptics be stilled for the moment at least. 
May those who fought the President tooth and nail over the 
years be guided by their finer instincts and a sense of deep pat- 
riotism. Let them now come out in the open and say publicly 
what so many of them have whispered privately for twelve long, 

' gruelling years. You know what I mean. It is no secret. Even 
Mr. Roosevelt’s sternest enemies in the political arena have grant- 
ed time and time again, hut usually in private conversation, that 
here was a truly great man, a born leader, a statesman with keen 
vision and above all, a man with the courage of a lion. Let these 
same men in our public life now rally behind our new President, 
Harry S. Truman of Missouri, on whose shoulders have been 
laid the heaviest burden in the world of today. He may not be 
the biggest man available, but neither was Calvin Coolidge in 
1923. Both men came from the great middle-class and from 
small towns. Both men owed their elevation to the highest post 
in the United States to an act of God. Coolidge kept the ship of 
state on an even keel. Harry S. Truman will do t lie same. He 
is capable, honest and well-trained in the field of politics. He 
knows the Senate, from which he came to the Vice-Presidency, 
like a book. That augurs well for close co-operation between 
the White House and the treaty-making branch of our govern- 
ment. As head of the original Truman Committee lie knows 
more about our war effort, on the domestic front, at least, than 
any other man. Remember that. It will mean something when 
we start reconversion. 

One more word. What is the finest tribute which any of us 
can pay our fallen Chief? Is it not to bear down relentlessly on 
the Axis partners, crush them at the earliest possible moment 
and then go forward to the building of a real League of Nations, 
WITH TEETH, which will see to it, that never again shall the 
world be laid waste by autocrats of crime? Can we pay a finer 
tribute than that? I doubt it. 

Franklin Delano Roosevelt has left us, in body. His daunt- 
less spirit will live forever in the hearts and minds and souls of all 
those who love freedom,— freedom to work, to play and to wor- 
ship God according to one’s own conscience. “Our President is 
dead. Long live our President.”

A memorial service for Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt was held 
Saturday, April 14 at 4 p.m. by 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
Newton, in the church edifice, 381

Dining With Jane and Bill 


Jane : There is a worthwhile hill up before the State Legis- 
lature. We ought to concern ourselves about it, Hill! I’m writing 
our representatives urging them to support it. We ought to get 
our friends aroused too. A little interest from the homemakers 
is what is needed, ami besides it’s for our good. 

Bill : Say — what’s this. Going in for polities, oh! 

Jane: It’s bill H1016 — “Bread and Flour Enrichment.”. I 
understand that under Federal War Food Order No. 1 certain 
white breads and flours have been enriched and will be until 6 
months after the duration. Then, it’s up to the individual states. 

Bill: Well you know more about this enrichment than I do 
— what is it anyway? Do we still need it after the war emer- 
gency? 

Jane: From what I’ve been reading I found out that enrich- 
ment means the addition to white bread ami flour of thiamine, 
niacin, riboflavin (B-complex vitamins I ami iron; all of which 
are likely to be low in the average American diei. 

These vitamins and minerals are found in whole-wheat but 
arc removed in the milling process. Since 97% of all flour milled 
in the United States last year was white flour, I think that it is 
essential that all white bread and flour be protected by enrich- 
ment. 

Bill: I think you’ve got something there, .lane. Tell me, 
what’p happened to the whole wheat flour? Aren’t you still cru- 
sading for that? 

Jane : Oh yes, whole wheat flour and bread is preferable but 
since the majority of families eat all or part white bread, we 
want to make this white bread carry as much nutritive value as 
possible. 

Some of the best proteins are removed in the milling which 
are not returned to the enriched .bread and flour. Then there may 
be removed from the whole grain other important substances 
which we do not know about. So I’m still in favor of “dark” 
cereals and breads, but I do think we should do all we can to 
push this present legislation for bread and flour enrichment.

John E. Vande- 
woude, who both called and con- 
ducted the first meeting was very 
much pleased with the response 
and enthusiasm. He issues a call- 
ing to all arines in or out of the 
service to join now and take their 
place with other charter members. 
The next meeting is to be held at 
servicemen’s quarters in Newton 
City Hall on Wednesday, April 25, 
1945. 

The Marine Corps League is 
recognized by the Veterans’ admin- 
istration and chartered by Con- 
gress as a veterans’ organization. 
It has 16 detachments active in 
Massachusetts and hundreds 
throughout the nation from coast 
to coast, and is the only veterans’ 
Marine organization of national 
scope. It was founded on the 
147th birthday of the United 
States Marine Corps at New York 
city, on November 10, 1922. 

Membership in the League is 
composed of all Marines in the ac- 
tive service and those who have 
been honorably discharged from 
the corps, at any time.

13. It will hasten the day when 
Marines will become members of 
their own organization from all 
over the world.

Inviting American businessmen 
to interest themselves in China, 
Dr. Hsieh presented a first edi- 
tion of his book, “Confucius Said 
It First,” to President Benjamin 
Louis.

This year the need for gardens 
is as great as ever. In my opinion 
it is greater since there is less 
labor on the farm but more de- 
mand for food shipments to our 
armed forces and devastated coun- 
tries. By growing some or all of 
°ur vegetables the home gardener 
not only adds to the food supply 
hut helps materially with the 
transportation problem. At this 
Point it is interesting to note that 
during the 1943 and ’44 seasons 
10 percent of our firesh vegetables 
were produced in home gardens. 
This MUST be continued in 1945. 

^ The Newton Victory Garden 
Committee will continue to oper- 
ate in the coming season but it 
will not endeavor to schedule a 
supervised progiam as in tile past 
two years. For information on 
home gardening in Newton call 
BIGelow 7600. As chairman of 
the committee it will be my pleas- 
ure to assist local clubs and or- 
ganizations in obtaining speakers 
or demonstrators for meetings that 
are scheduled in Newton.

Change in Hours

The Social Security Bonrd lo-

T. Phelan, new office hours — 8:30 
n.m. to 5:00 p.m., effective as of 
April 2, 1945. 

This information is release*] for 
the benefit of those persons who 
desire Information regarding Old- 
Age and Survivors Insurance pro- 
gram or poisons who wish to file 
claims for benefits or to obtain 
account numbers. 

Every employee is entitled to a 
receipt for the old-age nnd sur- 
vivors insurance taxes deducted 
from his pay by his employer, 
James T. Phelan, manager of* the 
Cambridge office of the Social Se- 
curity Board pointed out today. 

The Internal Revenue Code, as 
amended, In the section which re- 
lates to old-age and survivors in- 
surance tuxes, provides that “every 
employer shnil furnish to each of 
his employees a written statement 
or statements, in a form suitable 
for retention by the employee, 
showing the wages pnid by him 
to the employee after December 
31, 1939,” Mr. Phelan said. 

The Internal Revenue Code, as 
amended, in the section which re- 
lates to old-age and survivors in- 
surance taxes, provides that “every 
employer shall furnish to each of 
his employees a written state- 
ment or statements, in a form 
suitable for retention by the em- 
ployee, showing the wages paid 
by him to the employee after De- 
cember 31, 1939,” Mr. Phelan said. 

This, Mr. Phelan said, specifies 
that the statement shall be fur- 
nished at least once a year, and 
in every instance when the em- 
ployee leaves the employment, no 
matter what the reason, it must 
lie furnished at the time of the 
last payment of wages. The state- 
ment must show the name of the 
employer, the name of the em- 
ployee, the period covered by the 
statement, the total amount of 
wages paid within the period, and 
the amount of the old-age and 
survivors insurance tax deducted. 
In case the employer gives the 
employee such a statement with 
each payment of wages, he may 
substitute the date of the pay- 
ment for the period covered.

AT&T Announces 
Sites for Seven 
Radio Relay Stations 

Thr A. T. A T. Company moved 
ahead on its trial of microwave 
radio transmission today hy filing 
application with the Federal Com- 
munications Commission for au- 
thority to construct seveh relay 
stations between the terminals of 
the New York-Boston radio relay 
project. FCC approval on the two 
terminals was granted last year. 

Purpose of the trial is to de- 
termine in practical operation the 
relative efficiency and economy of 
radio relay for transmission of 
lonjr distance telephone messages 
and of sound and television pro- 
grams, compared w'.th transmis- 
sion over the familiar wires and 
cables and the recently developed 
coaxial cable. 

Bell System scientists view radio 
relay as a promisinc means of at- 
taining very broad bands of trans- 
mission which can he carved up 
into d'JTerent channels for tele- 
phone and telegraph messages nnd 
for sound broadcast and television 
programs. A technique by which 
this can.be done, on the new co- 
axial cable systems has already 
been developed by Bell Telephone 
Laboratories. 

Sites for the relay stations, 
about 30 miles apart, were chosen 
for their elevation. This not only 
takes into account the fact that 
microwaves do not travel much 
farther than the horizon, but it 
also nuts the transmitting nnd 
receiving ant nnas well above in- 
tervening obstructions so that the 
waves can be beamed from hill to 
hill. 

The intermediate stations will 
be built on the following sites: 

Jackie Jones Mountain, 35 miles 
up the Hudson from the New York 
torminnl in lowet Manhattan. The 
mountain, west of the river, is in 
Haverstraw township, 5 miles 
west of Stony Foint, N. Y. 

Birch Hill, in Patterson town- 
ship, 5 miles south-east of Paw- 
ling, N. Y. 

Spindle Hill, in Wolcott town- 
ship, 4 miles south-west of Bristol, 
Conn. 

John Tom Hill, 7 miles east of 
Glastonbury, Conn. 

Bald Hill, in Stafford township, 
3 miles east of Staffordville, Conn. 

Asnebumskit Mountain, in Pax- 
ton township, 5 miles northwest 
of Worcester, Mass. 

Bear Hill, one mile northwest of 
Waltham, Mass., and 11 miles west 
of Boston. 

The New York terminal will be 
atop the A. T & T. Company’s 
Long Lines building at 32 Sixth 
avenue, while the Boston station 
will be on the Bowdoin Square 
building of the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. 

Buildings will be erected at the 
seven relay points, to house trans- 
mitting and receiving apparatus. 
At each station, highly directive 
antenna systems will pick up and 
amplify the radio waves and beam

them on a direct line-of-sight path 
to the next station. 

Field work on the project this 
year is expected to include build- 
\ng roadways up the hillsides to 
the relay stations, and preparing 
for connections with power and 
telephone lines. 

The New York - Boston experi- 
ments are planned in three parts 
of the radio frequency spectrum — 
near 2,000, 4,000 and 12,000 mega- 
cycles. Eight channel assign- 
ments, each 20 megacycles wide, 
are being requested from the FCC 
in each of these parts of the 
spectrum. It is planned to use 
the eight channels to provide two 
simultaneous transmissions in each 
direction, with different frequen- 
cies in adjacent relay section. 

If the experimental facilities 
prove as satisfactory as the radio 
engineers expect, and if th’s 
method of transmission is found 
to he economically feasible, ap- 
paratus will be standardized in 
order that the Bell System may 
be prepared to install similar sys- 
tems on other routes throughout 
the country as the need develops. 
The same set of frequencies can 
be used over and over at alternate 
relay stations on these systems. 
In cases whete two or more sys- 
tems radiate from one terminal or 
where branch ciicuits connect with 
the backbone network, additional 
frequency assignments may be 
necessary. The probable later ad- 
dition of spur connections to near- 
by cities and towns points to a 
spreading out of radio relay chan- 
nels in all directions from a back- 
bone network. It is entirely pos- 
sible that the radio relay systems 
eventually will be connected with 
the Bell System’s coaxial cable net- 
work for nation-wide telephone 
service and for sound and tele- 
vision program transmission. 

The New York-Boston route 
wa<} selected for the experimental 
trial of microwave radio relay be- 
cause of its nearness to the Bell 
Telephone Laboratories in New 
York and because of the continu- 
ing need for additional facilities 
between these two cities. Also, 
with coaxial cable already in place 
between New York and Washing- 
ton, completion of the radio relay 
system would provide very broad 
band transmission facilities all the 
way from Boston to Washington. 

It is expected that at the com- 
pletion of the experiments, the fa- 
cilities will be available for com- 
mercial use. At that time appli- 
cations will he filed with the FCC 
for commercial licenses. 

The radio research and develop- 
ment personnel of Bell Telephone 
Laboratories is now engaged al- 
most 'entirely on war work. The 
New York - Boston project will 
be carried forward as rapidly as 
personnel may be released from 
this work.

People arc urged to donate used 
clothing before April 30, so that 
the local committee can ship the 
material quickly in order that it 
may be sent overseas and put to 
use. 

There is hardly a man, woman 
or child in Newton who is not ten 
times as well dressed as the major- 
ity of people in Europe. The citi- 
zens ot the liberated countries are 
mostly wearing the clothes they 
happened to have when the war 
started. Four or five years of war 
and related calamities have left 
them shabby, ragged and, in a 
large prbportion of cases, shiver- 
ing. 

Not one of us is without some 
perfectly sound garment which 
can be spared. Give a few min- 
utes time to looking through your 
clothes closet for things you don’t 
want or don’t need. If they are 
wearable they are probably far 
better than anything that could 
be purchased in such countries as 
Belgium, France, Italy or Greece. 
And if you will give these things 
to the United National Clothing 
Collection they will bring an en- 
ormous return of good-will to the 
United States.

Newton Boy Back from Prison Camp 
High in Praise of Red Cross Aid 

Newton has been given over — 
lock, stock and barrel — to one of 
her own boys who has returned re- 
cently after 8 months in a German 
prison camp at Kustin. near the 
Polish border. 1st Sgt. Leroy 
Coleman was reunited with his 
wife. Mrs. Florence M. Coleman of 
14 Avon Place. Newton about two. 
months after his release by Rus- 
rian troops pushing into Germany. 

Captured on D 1-dav in Nor- 
mandy, Coleman arrived at his 
prison camn after passing through 
four transit camps, and after he 
was in his permanent Stalag about 
six weeks began to receive the 
weekly Red Cross standard food 
parcel. “It certainly saved our 
lives,” said Sgt. Soleman. “be- 
cause camp diet was ersatz tea for 
breakfast, watery soup with some- 
times a piece of horsemeat float- 
ing in it for dinner. 1 loaf of bread 
for every s ; x men. and tea or cof- 
fee for supper.’’ Coleman who was 
“confidence man” at the camp, ie 
the representative of the prisoners 
chosen by them, said that when 
the Red Crocs special Christmas 
parcels arrived the men “acted like

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Rev. Herbert Hitchen, D.D., 
Eulogizes President Roosevelt 

An impressive service in honor of the late President, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt was held by the Newton Board of Aldermen at their 
last meeting. Rev. Herbert Hitchen, minister of the West Newton 
Unitarian Church offered prayers and spoke as follows: 

“It is deeply fitting that we should pause to pay tribute to one 
who, four times in succession was chosen by the people to be the 
President of these United States. He held the thighes 
position of trust that his fellow-countrymen could elect him 
to, during the most crucial and trying years that this world has ever 
seen, and he gave himself so unstintingly in the service to which 
he was called that it amounted to the Supreme Sacrifice — as truly as 
though he had died on the battlefield. Surely it is no merely per- 
functory tribute that we pay — tribute formally demanded by the 
dignity’ of his office. The man himself, and the qualities he ex- 
emplified, demand in their own right the admiration of mind and 
heart. 

“An indefatigable worker, in spite of physical handicap that 
most of us would have regarded as ample excuse for retiring from 
the active battle of life, his accomplishments were such as might fill 
with satisfaction and pride the most robust and vigorous. A valiant 
fighter, he was never more happy than in the heart of battle, and 
he respected any foeman worthy of his metal. A democrat in a far 
more fundamental sense than ever politics could make him, he had 
a profound love of his kind, and an unshakable faith in the in- 
herent dignity and worth of humanity. Deep in his heart was a 
noble desire for the lasting welfare of the nation whose destinies 
he had been called to guide, but there was nothing narrowly nation- 
alistic in either his vision or his policy. He saw America’s interests 
and well-being as closely interwoven with those of the world, and he 
knew that her future was not safe or secure while chaos threatened, 
and the dark shadows of brutal aggression lay across other peoples. 
It was his distinction — and a prophet’s — that he not only had the 
vision of a commonwealth of man. in which every man should sit 
under his own vine and fig tree with none to make him afraid, but 
also that, as a practical statesman, he labored unstintingly to turn 
all that vision into terms of actual everv-day reality. It is the 
essence of tragedy that his voice should be stilled in death at the 
very moment when there was the chance of the fruition of his labor. 
The San Francisco Conference may well set the pattern of the world. 
That is to be and the mode of life for the next century or more. 
Like the leader of old who lifted the Children of Israel out of bond- 
age, it was his lot to view from afar, but not to enter, the promised 
land. The sincerest tribute we can pay to his valiant spirit is not, 
iowever, with words of praise, but in the determination that the 
dream he dreamed shall be realized, thaf’the march shall continue, 
that in the measure of our individual influence and capacity, we toi 
will serve — serve the cause of human freedom — serve the feet of 
those who will come after us — serve the time “when men shall beat 
their swords into plowshares and spears into pruning hooks, neither 
shall they earn war any more.”

Frank A. Rrooks 

Never hits the passing of n 
prominent figure in publie life 
saddened me more than in the 
ease of my close personal friend, 
Frank A. Brooks of West Con- 
ford, Governor’s Councillor from 
the Third district. His untimely 
death on April 18, following so 
closely on the heels of the White 
House tragedy, came as a severe 
shock. To be sure, he had lived 
a long, full life, packed with good 
deeds, fine friendships and out- 
standing acomcplishments. We all 
realized that he could not go on 
forever; nevertheless, his depart- 
ure from the scene leaves a void 
which can never be filled. 

What was there about this man 
which so endeared him to people 
of all parties, creeds and races? 

I think I know. It was his innate 
honesty, his high ideals of public 
service, his refusal to compromise 
with the principles he believed in, 
his engaging frankness, his keen 
sense of humor and his unswerv- 
ing loyalty to his friends. 

if my readers will forgive mo 
for being a bit personal, I will 
try to make the picture in my 
mind clearer. Early in 1934 a 
mutual friend. Leverett D. G. 
Bentley of Newton, was responsi- 
ble for my meeting the late Coun- 
cillor. Sitting in the Boston Globe 
office at the State House and dis- 
cussiog polities. he suddenly 
turned to me and said that there 
was one man in the state service 
who was “right down my alley”. 
He said he was referring to the 
Chairman of the Parole Board, 
Frank A. Brooks, who had held 
that position for seventeen years 
under six different Governors, — 
McCall, Coolidge. Cox, Fuller, Al- 
len and Ely. That was enough 
for me. I promptly called on 
Frank Brooks and wrote my first 
piece about him in this paper. He 
had just announced his candidacy 
for the Governor’s Council from 
this district. From then on, it was 
my great privilege to be invited 
to his home in Watertown on 
countless occasions. Sometimes we 
would get together two or three 
nights each week, if the political 
pot was boiling or there were seri- 
ous problems confronting the Gov- 
ernor’s Council. Gov. Curley was 
in charge in those days and the 
State House was in turmoil most 
of the time. Frank Brooks never 
ducked a fight in his life and he 
ran true to form on the Council. 
He had several brushes with Coun- 
cillor Daniel Coakle.v. then at the 
penk of his influence in state af- 
fairs. Brooks never gave ground, 
1 not even an inch. It was truly 
I inspiring to watch him in action. 
! It made you feel that your gov- 
j eminent would always be pre- 
served and hnnded down to our 
! sons and grandsons intact. 

Frank Brooks has left us and 
j we who knew him best will ever 
cherish his memory. His fine in- 
fluence, however, will never die, and 
his entire life will be a source of 
inspiration to many thousands who 
1 will follow in his foot-steps. May 
his family and all those near and 
dear to him be comforted by the 
thought that he lived for his’ four 
score years “straight as a string” 
and that he never did anything 
to be ashamed of. Of Frank 
Brooks it may truly be said that 
he was one of God’s noblemen. 

President Truman 

The country has been deeply 
impressed by our new President’s 
conduct of the nation’s business 
during the past two weeks. Presi- 
dent Truman, who was placed on 
the worst spot most of us can 
j recall, rose to the occasion in re- 
' markable fashion and has de- 
lighted Democrats and Republi- 
cans alike. He has kept the boat 
on an even keel, made very few 
changes of any importance as yet, 
has made it clear that he will, in 
the main, attempt to carry out 
Mr. Roosevelt's policies and has 
made it very clear to Congress 
that he will co-operate with it at 
all times. 

His biggest specific accomplish- 
ment, of course, was his success 
in getting Stalin to send over his 
ranking diplomat, Mr. Molotov, to 
head the Russian delegation at 
San Francisco. To be sure, it is 
possible that Stalin may have had 
reasons of his own for sending us 
his ace diplomat. He may have 
felt that he needed to get a close- 
up of our new President. Stalin 
knew Mr. Roosevelt like a book, 
but his knowledge of Mr. Truman, 
prior to his promotion, was doubt- 
less extremely limited. 

Our President faces two tre- 
mendous problems. The first is 
the current conference on the 
coast and the proper handling of 
all its vital business during the 
next two months. The second 
problem will come a bit later, when 
there will have to be a show-down 
between the two big factions 
within the Democratic party. Will

Newton Red Cross Food

So 
we are piling great mountains -of 
clothing in our schools, churches, 
fire stations and post offices, 
clothes for warm countries and 
clothes for cold ones; and we're 
sort'ng and packing and shipping 
as fast as hundreds of volunteers 
can do so. We have the Service 
Clubs, the City Departments, the 
Church Groups, the Woman’s 
Clubs, the Boy nnd Girl Scouts all 
working furiously day and night.

The horrors of that 
Belsen set-up are doing more to 
awaken Uncle Sam’s relatives here 
than anything else they’ve read or 
heard from out your wav. since the 
murder of Poland. Belsen is 
pretty hard to take and even more 
difficult to believe, but it’s all 
there for the records, indisputable 
proof, as the world views the tor- 
ture. mutilation and murder 
through your eyes, that it’s high 
time the civilized peoples on this 
earth put the German permanently 
on ice. 

It’s probably not hometown 
news, this rehashing of torture and 
death in Naziland. but those of 
you who’ve been crossing your 
fingers with the prayer your kids 
won’t have to do a repeat perform- 
ance against the troops of another 
Fueher. some twenty years hence, 
can now res: assured that the 
descendants of Adolph’s apostles 
will never wage another war. 

News and pictures of German 
cruelty have exposed not only the 
leadei ?. but the people, themselves, 
as a brutal, heartless, murdering 
crew.

That was the 
spark, and coupled with evidence 
from other German murder camps, 
it put them in the same league with 
the Japanese.

Lt. Hayden was 
severely wounded over Munich and 
knowing he was doomed, calmly 
told his comrades over the radio 
telephone, “My arm is shot off, 
I’m going in,” w’hereupon his com- 
rades saw him crash into a hill- 
side. “It was one of the most 
courageous things I ever heard of 
anyone doing,” said Col. Morton 
Magoffin, his group commander. 

Lt. Hayden first gained recogni- 
tion in March of that year when j 
he swooped down and fired a warn- ; 
ing burst in front of a French lo- • 
lomotive giving the engineer a 
chance to jump out before he 
strafed the engine. 

His parents, who reside at 45 ' 
Old Farm road, Newton Centre, 
were notified on May 9 that their 
son was missing in action as of 
April 24. A letter from Brig.-Gen. 
E. K. Quesada to Mr. and Mrs. 
Hayden bore this notation in the 
General’s handwriting, “You cer- 
tainly must he proud of your boy. 
We are.” 


which he said in part, “he gave 
himself so unstintingly in the 
service to which he was called 
that it amounted to the Supreme 
Sacrifice— as truly as though he 
had died on the battlefield.”
